I'd like to start today's column with a letter sent to me by WIFDA 
member Richard E. Berg-Anderson of Woodside N.Y. It explains better than I 
can the ramifications of this bill that is now being considered by the U.S. 
Congress and that if passed may make some of the aétivities that we greatly 
enjoy a crime. 


Dear Steven: 


I am writing to you in your capacities as a member of the WIFDA Board 
of Directors as well as of the ANARC Executive Council. My concern is the 
"Electronic Communications Privacy Act of 1985" (S 1667/ HR 3378), which 
rimarily seeks to protect the privacy of mobile telephone communications 
cordless, cellular, or whatever) by making the monitoring of said communic- 
ations illegal under Federal "anti-wiretapping" statutes. This bill has pro- 
found, adverse ramifications for WIFDA=- not just because our official public- 
ation is called VHF<UHF Digest, but also because we have Donald Belvins' "VHF 
Utility DX" column. 

This bill is a bad bill- a very bad bill, even dangeroud one. Terry 
Colgan, in the January 1986 ANARC Newsletter gave 4 eoad arguements against 
it: 


1) They don't clearly state the types of communications one could legal- 
ly monitor. 

2) There is no clear definition of"readily accessible to the public" com- 
munications= again, those we can legally monitor. 

2} There is the problem of how the law would be enforced. 

4) The responsibility for securing signals is shifted from the radio ser- - 
vice to the public. ; 

fo these I would add two more arguments against it: 

4) It dilutes the long-standing concept of public ownership of the air~ 
ways by tipping the delicate balance between private/ governmental interests 
(permitting laws making divulging/ using of private message content illegal) 
and the public interest Callowing "radio hobbyists" to listen) away from the 
public interest ans of course, away from we radio hobbyists. 

2) It will set in motion a chain of events which would be detrimental 
to the hobby. Once the road is taken, there is no telling where it will end. 
If one radio service is given a higher standard of privacy than other radio 
services, you can be sure that the others will not be long in demanding that 
same higher standard. What is next to be made "wiretapping"?, Police, fire, 
aircraft monitoring? Utilities: Would Donald Blevins' column then be a"con- 
spiracy to wiretap"? My point is: even if the damage were to be minimized 
("the scanner buffs lose a few bands to listen to, so what?"), this is a bat- 
tle which we will fight again and again, as private interests chip away at 
the freedom "radio Hobbyists" have until now enjoyed. 

It is all well and good to impress upon WIFDA members the importance of 
writing their two U.S. Senators and their Representatives in Congress, but 
random letter-writing by individual "radio hobbyists" will not alone defeat 
this bill. More concerted nationwide action is needed. 

Therefore, I cannot urge you and the other WIFDA Directors- strongly en- 
ough to begin to take the necessary steps committing WIFDA to opposing this 
bill as a club. I suggest the following steps be taken at the start: 

1) Get “a copy of the bill and summarize it in the VUD- Particularly emph- 
asizing any provisions which would affec$ WIFDA in any way. 

25 encourage WIFDA members to write their Congressmen, and also to enc- 
ourage thea to get “just plain" folks-— non-radio people- friends and relatives, 

etc. to write in opposion to this bill. Congress is more responsive to a 
grass roots opposition. 

3) To get the public involved3 a difficult task, yes, but necessary. 
Make this a public Interest issue (which it is) rather than a "well it's 
bad for my hobby, club, etc..." argument. 

Now as for ANARC, the entire ANakC affiliation must be involved for any.’ 
opposition to the bill to succeed. On the ANARC level: 

4) ANARC must encourage all its member clubs (espesially those in the 
U.sse, Of course) to take the actions I have recommended to WEFDA. 

2) ANARG must use its position as an umbrella organization to alert the 
media, other non-ANARC radio organizations, etc... 

3) ANARC should summarize the arguments against the bill in short, specs 
ific, terse statements (similar to the way I summarized Terry 'Colgan's}, dis- 
tribute them to member clubs, encourage member clubs to print them in their 
publications, and, finally, urge memcer cluos to encourage members to use 
them when writing to their Congressmen. 


at 4) Anare should, finally, encourage those who belong to member clubs to 
list their club affiliations when writing to Congress. Congress must see the 
nationwide strength (numerically) of member clubs and ANARC itself. 
Well, that's it. I can not stress any more strongly that, if this bill 
passes, it will not be the last time the radio hobby will be threatened. 
We must stop talking and act NOW! Soon, it may be too late. 


RICHAKD EB. BERG-ANDERSON 


Now you may be asking "What is "The Electronic Communications Privacy 
Act of 1985" and how did this come about?" The FCC, in its infinate wisdom 
when agreeing to allow for mobile and cellular telephones, gave these serv~ 
ices frequencies that are accessible to the general public. Many radio re- 
ceivers aimed for the shortwave listener and scanner market can pick up these 
frequencies. Even the Television set that you DX on can pick up broadcasts 
that are not intended for the general public (How many times have we waited 
for the ID of a station on Channels 14-20 and 70-83, only to get interference 
from a land mobile station?). The companied selling these radio services as 
well as some of the users have become upset with the possibility that someone 
besides the other party may be listening. While there are devices and tech- 
nologies available to scramble the signal in order to protect the privacy of 
the conversation. But these devices are expensive to install (thus driving 
up the cost of an already expensive Service) and impractical for all the thou- 
sands of telephones already in use. It would be much easier to make it ill- 
egal tolisten to these stations, or to divolge the content of what was heard. 
If this bill is passed, the industry can say to a buyer or user of the serv- 
ice, that their privacy is assured because listening to the conversation by 
those who the conversation is not intended,.is a Federal Crime. They may be 
able to say this even though this law would not be enforcable. 

This bill,.if passed, may set a precedent, as Richard has mentioned. 

It is conceivable that QSL'ing could become an illegal act, even for legal 
broadcasters. Reporting an interfering mobile telephone or other service 
that may come under this act, even if it is in the wrong, may open one up to 
possible prosecution. How this bill is actually be interpeted, once passed 
may end up being ap to the supreme Court. 

Now you may ask, "What IS ANARC doing?" Plenty. Some of what Bichard 
suggested. On January 30th, Terry Colgan testified in front of the subcom- 
mittee in the House of Representatives that is studying this bill. After a 
set of hearings, this subcommittee will then decide if it should go to the 
full committee. From there it goes to the fall House for debate and votinge 
If it passes, it will then go to a senate/House confrence committee, It still 
has a long way to go before it gets to the President's desk, It may be a long 
process, but it may not take that long to be completed. This is the time to 
act. Every member of WIFDA must write their representative and their two
